Finger Saver 


@ @ @ I read the article in February 
FaRM AND RANCH about snapping 
turtles, by Carlos Vinson. Try using 
a small iron rod about 4 feet long. 
Turn one end back and sharpen to a 
very fine point. That way, you can 
bring them out from under banks 
and also out of mud. It’s much safer 
for the fingers. 

We also dress them by pouring boil- 
ing water over them after their heads 
are cut off. The meat is much better 
this way. A little scraping with a 
knife and they are nice and clean— 
and no waste. The whole process only 
takes about 10 minutes. 

Try cooking them this way if you 
never have: Use a 6 or 7 pound 
dressed turtle and 4 or 5 slices of fat 
salt pork. Let boil slowly until tender 
and almost all the water is gone, Add 
chopped onions, 1 cup sweet milk, 
black pepper and salt to taste. Boil 
until onions are done. This is very 
good eating. You can also make a 
pie as you would a chicken pie.

T the end of World War II the Communists controlled 
4 about 7% of the world’s population. Now they control 
more than 40%.

History’s Worst Deceivers 


“I seriously doubt that if during the whole history of 
civilization any great nation has ever made as perfidious 
a record as this in so short a time.” 

By signing agreements with, trading with and entertaining 
these bloody-handed tyrants we display our fear, swallow 
our principles, betray Christianity and turn our backs on 
millions of enslaved. Any exchange of visits, any “Sum- 
mit” with the killers of the Kremlin, is a below-the-belt 
blow to the enslaved of the world. 

John Noble, in his book, “I Was a Slave in Russia,” re- 
ports there are 28,000,000 people in prison slave labor 
camps in the Soviet Union, “coexisting.” 

Since to the Communists, there’s no God, no soul, and 
the chemicals in the body are worth (even with a 47 cent 
dollar) only about $1.70, human life is meaningless, cheap.

AMERICAN FARM BUREAU—advocate of lower 
and/or removal of farm price supports— 
quotes figures to show that market prices 
of farm products don't suffer when sup- 
port levels are lowered; 

The early 1960 market prices of soy=- 
beans, cottonseed, oats, barley, beans, 
rice, butterfat, sorghum grain and manu- 
facturing milk were higher than the sup- 
port level, AFB points out. And—al- 
though supports for feed grains, soy- 
beans and rice were lowered for 1959— 
the average prices received by farmers 
for these commodities were higher than 
the previous year's averages. 

Also, while CCC stocks of corn 
(amount placed under price support) ine 
creased (by 135 million bushels) under 
the new lower support level, the CCC 
stocks of oats, barley and milo shrank 
considerably. Stocks of oats decreased 
from 60 million bushels in ‘58 to 8 
million bushels at end of '59. 








SUPPORT PRICE LEVELS (natl. avg.) for 1960 
are same as last year for barley (77 
cents per bu.), oats (50 cents) milo 
($1.52 per hundred) and soybeans ($1.85). 
For corn, it's $1.06 per bu. (it 
was $1.12 last year); for peanuts, it's 
$201.24 a ton (last year's was $193.50.) 
AIR-BLAST SPRAYERS were demonstrated for 
vegetable growers at a recent get-togeth- 
er at Univ. of Del. Dr. D. Fe Crossan ex- 
plained that in covering up to 20 crop 
rows across a field the air-blast is 
three times as fast as row-type spray- 
ers. Also uses less water and requires 
no boom. 
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THE LATEST FIRST 





IT’S STILL EXPERIMENTAL, but you may soon be 
able to make those peach trees put on 
just the amount of fruit you want—and 

no more—with NPA (N-l-napthyl phthalamic 
acid). South Carolina researchers have 
been using it to get excellent regulation 
of fruit set—and of weight of fruit per 
branch. The solution of NPA was sprayed 
on 3 to 6 days after full bloom. 


GROWER-SHIPPER CO-OPS now handle about 20% 
of the total U.S. volume of major tree 
nuts and (deciduous) fruits. That's an 
estimate by Texas A&M College Economists 
Tom Prater and R. E. Branson. And in 
Texas, 90% of the peach and plum crops 
are produced under contract—probably 
more than in other states, but showing 
the trend. Trend is also for smaller co- 
ops to merge into larger marketing asso- 
ciations. 


BUT NOT FOR SUBURBANITES! Willard Davis of 
Graham County, N.C., has found a fast 

way to top a tree. He took a 30-50 rifle 
to a poplar he was afraid would blow down 
on his barn; cut it off where the trunk 
was 6 to 8 inches thick with three well- 


placed shots. 





Dr. E. F. Knip= 
ling, USDA Beltsville entomologist, sug- 
gests another step beyond the release of 
sterilized males for eradicating certain 
insects. He wants to release diseased 
insects and let an epidemic wipe out the 
species. Says it can be done.

(New ideas and current information for poultrymen ) 


FOREIGN MARKETS are still fairly important to poul- 
trymen, too. Last year, U.S. exported slightly 
over $100 million worth of eggs and poultry 
products to other countries, imported little 
more than $1 million worth. Exports were only 
about 3% of total U.S. income from poultry, 
but that much helps. 

However, American Farm Bureau's Foreign 
Trade Office, in Rotterdam (Holland) reports 
that U.S. may be about to lose much of this 
market. Some of the West European market is 
being taken away from U.S. poultry by Iron 
Curtain countries. 








DOUBLING UP. Don Ramsey and Hollis Moss of Murphy, 
N.C. are speeding up broiler production by 
putting chicks in their houses before the 
older birds go to market. When broilers are 
about 7 weeks old they erect partitions around 
the brooders, put in day-old chicks. Say it 
gains them one flock a year per house—and 
cuts down fuel bill because the broilers help 
keep the chicks warm. No trouble with disease 
so far. 








“NOT PRACTICAL” under field conditions is the label 
Va. Exp. Sta. Poultry Department puts on the 
practice of using zinc bacitracin in the feed 
to cut down mortality and improve shell qual- 
ity. Department also cautions egg producers 
not to use "piperazine" too often unless worm 
infestations make it necessary; think it may 
contribute to dark discoloration of egg yolks. 








AT WASHINGTON HEARINGS before the Senate Agri. 
Committee on Senator Humphrey's (D-Minn.) 
Poultry Stabilization Act—a move to "freeze" 
production with marketing quotas and establish 
artificial prices with a market-board for 
each commodity—the pro and con breakdown was 
simple. Poultrymen from areas faring well in 
the competitive shake-down and relocation of 
production centers over the past few years 
were against this government interference. 
Those from areas that have been losing out in 
other sections were all for it. This bill 
would level everybody down to size. 

For example, only one man showed up from 
the broiler areas of Georgia and Alabama to 
testify in favor of the measure. Most of the 
support came from New Jersey and Del-Mar-Va 
groups who have been losing the race to cap- 
ture the growing markets.

COTTONCAST. 
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WARNING! Test your cotton seed for 
germination before planting! Or buy 

seed that has been tested. Germination 
tests are revealing that this is another 
year of low germination and that the con- 
dition is beltwide, not just local. Grow- 
ers of certified seed are required to 
Show the percentage of germination in 

th seed they sell. But there is no way, 
except in tests by the farmer, to know 
the quality of seed held over from last 
year's crop or bought from the gin. 





THIS IS THE THIRD successive year that seed 
has had a reluctance to grow. Previously 
it had been believed that excessive rains 
and moisture contributed to the loss of 
vitality. But last year's harvest season 
was as nearly ideal as could be ex- 
pected—and the seed still displays a 
considerable loss of vigor. Most of the 
seed offered on a certified basis has a 
germination of between 70 and 80%, but 
certification can be had on seed down 

to 60%. Last year, in some areas, the 
seed with 50% germination or better was 
certified. There is very little cotton 
to be had with assurance that more than 
80% will develop. 








SEED ALSO SHOULD be treated before plant- 
ing as a means of protecting against dis- 
ease. It has been found that treated seed 
has about 5% better germination than un- 
treated. And be sure to make allowance in 
planting for the seed that will not 
germinate. There is plenty of quality 
seed to be had. Use it. 








FARMERS who elect Choice B this year 
should not count on the scramble for 
their cotton that developed in 1959. 
Things are different. The free carry- 
over will be greater, mills will have 
much greater stocks. The mills let stocks 
run down in 1959, then could not get cot- 
ton to maintain efficient operations. 
They plan to avoid the same mistake 
again. Shippers will be more reluctant 

to sell cotton for August-September ship=- 
ment, after the experience of 1959 when 
they sold cotton in the expectation that 
they would be able to get it without 
trouble. Foreign stocks of cotton will 
have been built up and there will not

be the urgent demand from that source. 


Even though the CCC carryover stocks 

are held off the market for 115% of the 

B loan, the increased carryover of free 
cotton, the larger supply of B cotton 

and the ability of buyers to wait will 
combine to hold prices at or just below 
the Choice A resale price at best. They 
could be lower. 








If iS TOO LATE for a farmer to surrender 
his acreage allotments if he dicided not 
to plant this year. But it is NOT too 
late to change his mind and plant. 
Farmers failing to plant their allotments 
or surrender them will be penalized when 
the allotments are issued for 1961. If 
you have not surrendered your allotment, 
plant the acreage allotted to you. 


THE CHEMICAL INDUSTRY feels that it is on 
the threshold of a breakthrough in weed 
control. Increasing efficiency is report- 
ed with pre-emergence and post-emergence 
chemicals, and new products are in the 
making which will permit destruction of 
weeds that develop late in the season— 
with the exception of Johnson grass. 
Benefits will go chiefly to the commer- 
cial farmer who can afford and use the 
equipment necessary. 








FARMERS HAVE A STAKE in the failure of 
the budding textile boom to blossom into 
full flower. The domestic mills are their 
biggest customers. Mills moved into what 
appeared to be a strong cycle of increas- 
ing production, better prices, higher 
mill margins and more profits. About the 
time they developed a full head of steam, 
the flow of imported textiles increased 
to a degree that the continued expansion 
failed to develop. Now it is barely being 
held stable. Tomorrow it may falter and 
fall back. 








THE EIGHT-CENT EXPORT SUBSIDY, which sky- 
rocketed exports, gave foreign textile 
producers an edge which they are cap- 
italizing more and more. The competition 
is beginning to hurt—and when domestic 
mills are hurt, when they are forced to 
curtail operations, the effects eventu- 
ally are felt by the farmer.

Practical Partnership: Calves by 
Contract 


BY BOB NICHOLS 


HEN you're aiming for a_ better-than-12,000- 

pound production average from a big herd of 

Jerseys, every heifer calf is a gold nugget. You 

can't afford to let any of ‘em die or drag along 
through weeks of scours and stunting sickness. 

But when you're going all out to make a herd of more 
than 300 of these high-scoring Jerseys pay off on a limited 
acreage, it’s pretty hard to find time to give those delicate 
calves the pampering they need. That’s why dairymen 
Donald and Edwin Davis, near Caldwell, Tex., “farm out” 
all their calves. And their “calf contractor”—neighbor W. 
T. Howell—specializes in dairy calf management as much 
as the Davis brothers specialize in milking herd manage- 
ment and breeding 

The Davis brothers take pride in their registered herd’s 
records: One cow has a mature-equivalent production record 
of slightly over 16,000 pounds of high-butterfat milk. Sev- 
eral have recorded better than 15,000 pounds, and there are 
more than 40 head in the herd credited with at least 12,000 
pounds for the 305-day period 

And the Davises watch their butterfat test scores as close- 


ly. Westmoreland Dairies, in Houston, handles only Jersey 
milk, and pays seven cents premium for each point over 
4% butterfat. The Davis average, from 178 cows on test 
457 pounds butterfat, or 5.2%. Besides the comfortable 84- 
cent premium, that also means more respect, among in- 
terested herd-replacement buyers, for the Davis breeding 
Sales of registered calves already help the herd pay its way; 
it'll get more important as the herd builds up to the size 
and production average they want 

A few miles away, W. T. Howell takes as much pride in 
the meticulous care he gives the Davis brothers’ young 
calves. His newest invention is a calf “broodery indi- 
vidual, airy calf pens with raised slatted floors—for start- 
ing the calves. With their droppings passing on through 
the floor, the calves can't re-infect themselves from their 
own manure, and there’s no contact between calves. Pro 
bably most important, the pen floors are always dry. A 
roof over the raised pens keeps out rain, but sunshine slants 
in through the slatted walls to each calf’s pen. (In the first 
experiment with these raised pens, Howell built some on 
the north side, away from direct (Continued on page 46)

So Cohen—who’s learned to be expert engineer and 
architect as well as rancher—has made the laying hen house 
as labor-saving, with as little cost, as he can. He calls it his 
“walk-in colony cage house” and has made it almost all- 
automatic. 

The wire floor of Cohen’s U-shaped, multiple-unit house 
is raised, so droppings can accumulate underneath, to be 
scooped out with the front-end loader of the tractor. And 
the house is divided into compartments, colony-cage style, 
so hens can’t get overcrowded in any corner. But Cohen 
can still walk down the center catwalk of the floor, to pick 
up eggs (that part isn’t automatic, yet) and to cull and 


inspect hens (that part never will be 

With the wire floor, it doesn’t matter if the automatic 
water troughs do overflow at times. And there can’t be 
any problem of lack of air in the houses, or too much 
moisture. (In cold weather, however, the north side or west 
side of each part of the house is closed in, and hinged doors 
over the droppings section, below the raised floor, can 
keep wind out.) 

Putting in completely automatic feeders was Cohen's big- 
To start with, he had four older, rectangular 


houses, grouped close together (two of them parallel to the

other two houses) They were serviceable and practical 
enough, with hand feeding, but impossible to arrange for au- 
tomatic feeding So Cohen extended the ends of each pa of 
houses to join them together and complete a “U” shape. He 
had to leave the “top” of the U 
all parts of the house with the tractor and truck. But the 
only kind of feeder practical to use (Continued on page 50) 
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1958 and mid-1959 (their estimated value: $128 million). But three- 

fourths of them were light-weight cattle—mostly as feeder calves, 
for further fattening in U.S. feedlots. 

Lamb imports into this country represent only one-half of one 

percent of domestic slaughter—and they've been mostly for 

processed meat industries, not fresh market. Total value 

of all sheep and lambs imported into U.S. is only about 

$600,000 a year—not enough to have much effect on 

sheep prices nationally, but enough to hurt local 


markets. 
Before last July 1, only 32,000 sheep and lambs 
had been imported into U.S. during the entire 


year. Since then, there have been more than 
75,000 woolies brought into U.S. But it 
would take something like one million sheep 
and lambs imported into U.S. to have 
much effect on market prices, nationally. 
Imports of wool, however, have been 
increasing sharply — although it may 

be a temporary situation. 


About $70 million worth of wool 
came into this country last year; 
less than $100,000 worth went out. 


This is certainly enough to affect 

U.S. wool prices— it’s equal to 

about half of U.S. consumption.

ment Act of 1934. They're the most a- 
larmed and indignant of several groups of 
farm producers over losses of their U.S. mar- 
kets to other countries. 

But, believes American Farm Bureau’s Herman 
C. Aaberg, assistant commodity director, tariff leg- 
islation is not the way to solve the problem of live- 
stock imports. Says Aaberg: “The only way we can 
successfully meet the competition of imports is through 
increased efficiency, smoothing out the problem of dis- 
tribution, and greater promotion of the product. At this 
time, legislative support appears to be out of the question.” 

The policy of both political parties seems to be for free 
trade; Congress has not acted on tariff legislation in years, ex- 
plains Aaberg. The last time was on Swiss watches and bicycles. 

And Congress would hesitate to enact legislation which might re- 
sult in retaliation. 

One out of every eight acres in the U.S. are exported, Aaberg 
points out. Four out of every 10 acres of cotton, wheat, rice and to- 
bacco are exported. Last year, we exported 40 million pounds of poul- 
try to Germany. That’s about equal to the amount of lamb imported 
last year. 

Other facts about imports vs. exports of farm products: 

In fiscal 1959, total value of imported farm products was $4 billion; total 
value of exports for dollars: $2.5 billion. Some of that was U.S. government- 
subsidized, however—through sales of government-owned commodities at less 
than domestic market prices, export payments-in-kind, etc. 

Total value of all animals and products (poultry, dairy, meat animals) exported 
in fiscal 1959 was $532 million. That was only a little less than the total value of 
all animals and products imported into this country during the same year. (However, a 
large part of that $532 million worth of exports was not for dollars—it included foreign- 
currency deals under our Public Law 480, etc. 

(And, of course, different countries are in volved. With few exceptions, the countries we 
export to aren't the countries that send their livestock and meat into this country. 

Several of the European, Asiatic and Western Hemisphere nations which have been buying 
our exported farm products are putting more restrictions on farm products from the U.S., cut- 
ting down our dollar sales to them.

EDITORS’ NOTE: As Secretary-Treasurer of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation and Head of 
its Washington office, Roger Fleming is perhaps 
the strongest single voice farmers have on the 
Washington scene. Here he probes to the very 
heart of issues as he talks about farm problems, 
the solutions, and the threats and promises of 
probable end results. 


Question: Mr. Fleming, listed at the head of 
things the Farm Bureau will try for this year is 
“a balanced budget.” Ike says we can have it. 
Senator Byrd of Virginia says we can’t. Who is 
right? 

Answer: Well . . . let me put it this way: We are 
going to help Senator Byrd cut the budget. If 
others work as hard at it as we're going to, the 
President may be right. 

We want him to be right because a balanced 
federal budget is essential to the control of in- 
flation. 

Rising costs are the biggest single reason for 
the drop in farm income that has taken place 
since World War II. Many members of the Con- 
gress would like to have farmers forget it is the 
cost side of this cost-price squeeze that has hurt 
—and is hurting. I guess the reason is too many of 
them have voted for things that have raised farm- 
ers’ costs. 

In my mind, inflation is our most critical na- 
tional threat. Our enemies won't have to fire a 
single shot—missile or anything else—if they 
can prod us into committing national suicide 
through inflation. All of us must realize that our 
private, competitive enterprise system can’t endure 
if the value of the dollar is destroyed. 


Q: How do you plan to fight this battle? 


A: It will be a round-by-round bout. There’s 
federal aid to education, for example. That could 
be a big step toward unbalancing the budget. 
Then, there are proposals for so-called aid to de- 
pressed areas; expanded federal housing; more 


foreign aid; and Brannan-plan-type farm pro- 
grams. 

Because Farm Bureau is FOR a balanced bud- 
get, we'll OPPOSE major efforts that would un- 
balance it. We'll work on every front where the 
question of the balanced budget is at stake. This 
is the only way to win the battle and stop any 
further decline in the purchasing power of our 
dollars. 

Q: Another thing on your list of “goals” is a 
realistic wheat program. There are several opin- 
ions as to just what that would be—but I notice 
your wheat bill calls for the end of allotments and 
quotas, with the support price related on a feed- 
ing value basis to that of corn. This is easily with- 
in the framework of the President’s specifications 
for a wheat bill as outlined in his farm message. 
Is that altogether coincidental? 

A: No—I don’t think it is coincidental. Farm 
Bureau represents three out of four organized 
farmers in the country—over 1,600,000 families. 
Our wheat program was developed and agreed 
upon by the elected voting delegates of the mem- 
ber state organizations at our national meeting last 
December. If the President of the United States 
had come up with a proposal far afield from the 
thinking of the majority of farmers, it would 
have been strange indeed. 

The President of AFBF, Charles B. Shuman, 
has made clear that President Eisenhower's three 
guidelines for effective wheat legislation do fit 
well with our program. 

I was especially pleased that Mr. Eisenhower 
slammed shut the door on Brannan-type, direct 
payment programs and multiple-price proposals. 
The misnamed two-price plan for wheat—actually 
it’s a three-price plan (food, feed and foreign) 
—not only wouldn't serve the best long-term in- 
terests of wheat growers, it would provide un- 
fair competition to the producers of corn and 
other feed grains, adversely affecting livestock, 
dairy and poultry producers. 

Q: What’s wrong with a “Brannan Plan,” Mr. 
Fleming? They claim it would get high prices for 
farmers—and keep them happy; give consumers 
low prices—keep them happy; and cost the gov-

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AFTER several years of edging up, 
California finally went over the $3 
billion dollar mark in farm income 
in 1959. In fact, when the final of- 
ficial figures are in, it’s expected the 
Golden State’s record will be a good 
$100 million over the mark. 

Cotton leads crops in the banner 
year (with more than $300 million), 
hay second, grapes third, and oranges 
fourth. Livestock contributed well 
over a billion. Safflower and castor 
beans came in with an estimated $4 
million, while cut flowers and nursery 
stock produced $65 million plus. 
Other crops not seen very often else- 
where were avocados, nearly $8 mil- 
lion, olives $6 million, figs nearly $6 
million, nectarines nearly $5 million, 
dates nearly $3 million, and garlic 
$2.5 million. Rabbits, fur-bearing ani- 
mals, honey, hops and almonds are 
California money-makers not common 
elsewhere. 

And, 1959 was the driest year in a 
generation in many parts of the state. 
So far, moisture appears better in 
1960 but may not reach the long-time 
average. 


No Cantaloupe Controls 
A REPORT that some sort of acreage 
control for cantaloupes is being con- 
sidered brings a denial from Paul C. 
Smith, manager of the Cantaloupe Ad- 
visory Board, who tells FARM AND 
RANCH: “It is true that at the present 
time the information available indi- 
cates a big increase in cantaloupe ac- 
reage for the coming season; however, 
it may be added that there is nothing 
in our order that will allow any acre- 
age controls. Nevertheless, many of 
the growers would like to see such 
legislation enacted, but such provisions 
are far from realization and definite- 
ly could not be made available for 
this season. It is therefore not worth 
considering, as a relief of conditions 
for this year.” 


New California 
Stockyards 
SEQUEL to the passing of the Los 
Angeles Stockyards is the announce- 
ment by W. F. Barker, manager, Pro- 
ducers Livestock Marketing Assn., 
that the association is building “the 
largest and most modern livestock auc- 
tion and private treaty sales yard in 
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southern California.” Artesia, 25 min- 
utes from the major packing house 
center, is the site; a 57-acre commer- 
cial feed yard adjoins. Opening is 
scheduled to coincide with closing of 
the old Union stockyards. 


Peach Order Drafted 


A MARKETING order for freestone 
peaches is in the works with the an- 
nouncement that the cash deposit has 
been made and drafting of the order 
completed. Hearings have not been 
slated as of this writing. The pro- 
posed order will be completely pro- 
ducer-financed. Sales of canned free- 
stones were off 14% during the first 
half of the sales year, according to 
Charles Telford, manager, California 
Freestone Peach Assn. 


Vegetable Imports Heavy 


DURING a check period, last two 
weeks of December, at Nogales, Ariz., 
approximately 26 million pounds of 
vegetables crossed the border from 
Old Mexico. There were over 2.3 mil- 
lion pounds of peppers; 1.6 million 
pounds of cucumbers; 836,000 pounds 
of snap beans; 244,000 pounds of egg- 
plant; 159,000 pounds of squash; 
153,000 pounds of peas, 61,000 
pounds of sweet corn and over 20 
million pounds of tomatoes.

He Doesnt Choose to Run 


EVER SINCE he stole the spotlight at 
the Republican Convention that nomi- 
nated Ike, ex-Governor Dan Thorn- 
ton, Colorado livestockman (he sold 
two $50,000 bulls in one afternoon at 
the Denver show) has been mentioned 
for Secretary of the Interior or Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. Recently, rum- 
ors have been flying again. In reply 
to a FARM AND RANCH query: “I am 
seeking no government job, no post 
in the cabinet and no elective office 
and do not expect to accept one if 
offered,” he states. 


State Gets Farm Budget 


OUT OF THE $2.4 billion-plus Cali- 
fornia budget for fiscal 1960-61, agri- 
culture gets $15 million, of which $7 
million “is made up entirely of reven- 
ues from fees paid directly by the agri- 
cultural industry,” according to 
Richard Johnsen, Jr., of the Agricul- 
tural Council of California. For pre- 
vention of the introduction or spread 
of crop and livestock pests and dis- 
eases, $5 million is allocated, of which 
96.8% comes from the General Fund. 
For protection of the public and main- 
tenance of quality standards, it’s $4 
million, of which 46.4% comes from 
farmer fees and assessments; for as- 
sistance to producers and handlers in 
marketing of agricultural products, 
slightly over $5 million, of which 
84.7% is paid for by grower fees. 


Rescue For Avocados 
A BUMPER crop of avocados and 
prices bumping the bottom brings 
fresh interest to the plan to seek a 
marketing order. This season's crop 
is expected to hit around 130 million 
pounds, Prices have fallen from 1956's 
$4.80 in New York to $1.80 in 1960. 


Ups and Downs 
FACTORY and office workers’ 
wages have gone up 21% since 1950; 
food prices are up 28% at the middle- 
man’s level and 9% to the housewife. 
But farmers’ output per man-hour 
went up 65%, income from products 
grown, down. The parity ratio went 
down from 96 to 77, and farmers 
share of the food dollar down to 38 
cents, the lowest since 1939. Figures 
are USDA and Dept. of Labor.

ITCHELL (U.S. Secretary of Labor) should get 
a commission on every cotten picker (mechani- 
cal) sold this year,” wise-cracked one Texas 
cotton grower, half-seriously. 

Mitchell's tightening of regulations affecting certain farm 
laborers—especially Mexican nationals—ate last year cli- 
maxed months of employment of braceros. Both Mexican 
and U.S. governments had been piling more red tape and 
“fringe benefit” costs onto Texas-New Mexico cotton grow- 
ers who have long depended on the Mexicans for the bulk of 
their harvest-season (and some of their year-around) labor. 


Nearly every major farm group in the country, interested 
in the farm labor problem, opposed the Labor Secretary's 
plan to set minimum wages for certain farm workers and 
fix housing and transportation standards for them. Never- 
theless, the Labor Department’s regulations went into ef- 
fect in December. And Mitchell has asked Congress for 
still more authority to control wages and working condi- 
tions of farm workers. 

As it is, the Labor Department's doubtful authority ex- 
tends only to farm workers recruited through federal and 
state employment services. But it does clearly include 
braceros—Mexican nationals brought into this country for 
temporary employment, by joint agreement between our 
government and Mexico’s. (Our Immigration Service claims 
it has eliminated “wetback” traffic into this country.) 
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Mitumura farm, near Mesilla, N.M. 


Behind the Labor Secretary’s actions are the emotion- 
packed conclusions of a rubber-stamp committee—composed 
mostly of representatives of Northern groups who have no 
connection with agriculture—that farm operators are “ex- 
ploiting” migratory farm workers, and working them un- 
der “shocking” conditions. (The Mexican government it- 
self, however, has lodged some of the complaints about re- 
cruitment of braceros.) 

(Mitchell himself has said “. . . Does anyone think .. . 
that government can determine what wages are fair and what 
are not fair, without eventually determining what prices are 
fair and what are not fair?”) 


In the area where Mexican and other nationals are a part 
of the labor force, the complaints have come from Cali- 
fornia, seldom from New Mexico, Texas or Oklahoma. 
California Labor Federation’s Thomas Pitts, calling the 
working and pay conditions of farm labor “scandalous,” 
wants to organize them into a union—evenutally to take in 
all farm workers. But Pitts’ complaints are that importation 
and hiring of Mexican nationals works to keep employers 
from hiring qualified domestic workers—or to keep from 
paying them a fair salary. And California’s D. H. hen, 
of the state’s Department of Employment agrees—that 
Mexican nationals are hired instead of citizens of this 
country, to do farm work, because they're cheaper and ac- 
cept poorer working conditions. 
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Are braceros exploited and mistreated? Here’s how New 
Mexico State University’s John M. White sums it up: 

Every year, the five states of California, Texas, New 
Mexico, Arizona and Arkansas are host to more than 400,- 
000 braceros—who come north each year to the U.S. to 
help cultivate and harvest our crops, particularly cotton. 

These laborers toil in the fields for 10 or 11 hours a day, 
live in meager surroundings, and on Saturdays and Sundays 
break the routine by going to town to shop, to see a movie or 
attend church. When the cotton crop is in, the bracero 
leaves with, say $250 or $300 saved, enough to support him 
and his family for six months or more in Mexico. 

And the bracero is a respected man in his home town 
when he returns. He has gained position in the community 
as a result of his travels. He is a man of the world. 

Proof of success of the bracero program in general lies 
in its mutual benefit. Most braceros want to return to the 
U.S. for more work, and their employers here like the 
braceros’ work. The braceros most in demand are trained 
workers who are used to doing all sorts of farm tasks in their 
country, perhaps on their own farms. Such valuable work- 
ers often have their contracts renewed year after year by 
the same farm operator. 

The bracero program is handled by the U.S. Department 
of Labor in cooperation with the State Department, state 
employment services and the Mexican consulates. In many 
states, however, the Farm and Livestock Bureau does most 
of the contracting of this labor as a service to its members. 

Explains Matt Triggs, assistant legislative director for 
American Farm Bureau: 

The present Labor Department regulations, which be- 
came effective December 20, leave no limitation on the 
authority of the Secretary to issue whatever regulations he 
may choose in the future. This is too much power over 
farmers to be vested in one man. 

Farmers producing fruits or vegetables, cotton and 
sugar beets are affected by the new regulations. Few others 
are, since they seldom depend on the employment services 
for workers. Requirements of the new regulations: 

@ Pay “prevailing wages.” Apparently this means using 
the same 40-51 formula—now used to determine “prevailing 
wages” for braceros—for ail farm labor hired through em- 
ployment services. (If 40% of the workers in an area are 
paid one wage rate, that’s the “prevailing wage.” If not, a 
formula is used to fix the range in which the “SIst percent” 
of all workers is found. The formula is so complicated 
that it amounts to employment service employees making up 
their own minds about what the wages should be.) 

The Labor Department itself has already informed em- 
ployers of bracero labor that—for future certification of 
Mexican national labor—they must agree to pay a mini- 
mum wage of 75 cents an hour—25 cents more than last 
year. 

@ Provide housing, transportation pay and “other terms 
and conditions of employment” which meet “state standards” 
or “prevailing practices” in the area. (Again, the employ- 
ment services get almost a blank check to decide what 
these should be. And, apparently, these requirements can 
also be applied to Mexican nationals.) 

Farm Bureau will promote a “positive legislative effort” to 
terminate the “asserted authority” of the Secretary over 
such labor, Triggs declares. He adds that: “If the Secretary 

. is successful in this reach for power, the next step 
towards subjecting farmers to regulation . . . (is) inevitable.”

ernment less to make up the difference (mailing checks to 
farmers) than our present programs are costing. Isn't joy 
for everybody a good thing? 

A: I think we need to realize that these direct payment 
plans have never been primarily farm programs; they are 
political schemes designed to foster a farmer-labor coalition 
through which labor leaders hope to control our national 
government—and, eventually, local governments as well. 

We must not get jockeyed into choosing between a 
Brannan-type plan and present unworkable programs. 

These compensatory payment schemes are i 
the fact so many folks fail to see through them is proof 
of that. In practice, the government would hold out a 
“lure” of profitable prices to producers (and we don’t 
think it is the responsibility of government to guarantee 
profitable prices to anybody, including farmers). This 
“lure” would bring forth more production and the bigger 
surpluses would drive prices still lower; and taxpayers— 
through the government— would end up paying the differ- 
ence between the artificial promised prices and “government- 
market prices. 


One Share, One Vote 


The program would be terribly expensive—variously 
estimated from $10 to $16 billion per year—with Congress 
inevitably putting a ceiling on the amount of money to be 
available and deciding how to distribute the limited funds. 
Here is a fundamental principle that everyone ought to un- 
derstand: Congress inevitably would divide the money 
“equitably”"—and in politics that eventually would mean 


wrecked” 


equally. This means rationing the right to earn, based upon 
the politics of equal shares—one share, one vote. 

Bill, one of the cruelest things about this political con- 
coction is that it is being “peddled” as the salvation of the 
“little farmer.” The fact is . all it can do for a sub- 
sistence farmer is give him company in his misery. 

No “little farmer” concerned with his future—and I 
come from a long line of relatively small farmers—should 
fall for the delusion that his welfare is improved by tear- 
ing others down. That’s what Karl Marx would have us do. 
We have a better way. 

Surpluses, Lost Markets, Inflation 

So there is your trap. Instead of high prices to farmers 
and cheap food to consumers “that ain’t gonna cost any- 
body much” you would get even bigger surpluses; govern- 
ment-wrecked markets; low per family farm income; and 
high cost food and fiber to consumers. 

Q: How would it hurt consumers? 

A: First of all, through even higher taxes. Secondly, 
consumers cannot possibly profit over the long haul from 
food that is inefficiently produced—and of poor quality. 
They cannot benefit from an agriculture that is looking 
backward. They have a vital interest in an efficient agri- 
culture—one that is Jooking and moving forward. 

Q: Mr. Fleming, if farmers are 3-to-1 in favor of more 
freedom and less government intervention—as we have evi- 
dence to indicate; if urban voters are for it (to save taxes); 
and if the Administration is willing (Continued on page 48) 
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I. Congress heeds President Eisenhower's farm bill re- 
quest, the support level for wheat will be somewhere between 
$1.30 and $1.40 next year. (It's $1.77 for 1960.) And 
wheat acreage controls will come off altogether. If that hap- 
pens (which isn’t likely), wheat will then become, sure 
enough, a feed grain—and begin competing with corn and 
small grains for livestock and poultry use. 

The idea is to give wheat the same kind of program that 
corn already has—and try to shrink the 1.4-billion-bushel 
supply of wheat already on hand in this country, even with- 
out an expected bumper 1960 wheat crop. (More than 30% 
of total CCC funds invested in inventories is tied up in 
wheat.) 

Corn prices were cut drastically for 1959—and the sup- 
port level has been cut again (to $1.06) for 1960. But the 
corn surplus is worse than ever. Corn supplies are up 13% 
—to a record high of nearly 6 million bushels—37% above 
the 1953-57 average. And the corn carryover predicted for 
October 1, 1960 is more than 2 billion bushels. 

Grain sorghum? It also took a drastic cut in support price 
for 1959. But total supply of the grain, throughout the 
country, is now estimated at about 1,074,000,000 bushels. 
That’s 16% above last year, and more than three times as 
much as the 1953-57 average, Texas Extension Economist 
John G. McHaney points out. 

(Total national production of sorghum grain in 1959 
was 7% smaller than °5S8, however, and there'll probably 
be a lot more of it used in 1960 than last year. Even so, 
the sorghum grain carryover on October | of this year will 
be about 550 million bushels, McHaney estimates. And

that’s at least a full year’s supply.) 

Oats and barley? It’s a considerably different story for 
oats: 17% less than last year, and the smallest supply ‘since 
1947. (Acreage of oats was down only 10% last year, but 
yields were 17% lower than 1958.) McHaney estimates about 
10% less consumption of oats to July 1 of this year, and 
a smaller carryover—the smallest since 1948. 

Barley supply is a little less (5%) than last year (mid-'58 
to mid-’59) but on July 1 of this year will still be about 
one-third more than the country can use up in 12 months. 

McHaney predicts that feed grain prices for this year 
will average even a little lower than last year—especially for 
corn and sorghum grain—because of: 


@ The large 1959 crop and big carryovers. 


@ Lower livestock prices, and probably less demand for 
grain for livestock producers. 


@ Lower support level—for corn. 

Support levels for 1960 are the same as last year’s for the 
other feed grains—milo, barley and oats. For several 
months, however, market prices for these crops have been 
running fairly well above support levels. 

The outlook for prices for these feed grains isn’t as en- 
couraging for this year as it is for the winter months after 
harvest—if Congress does approve the President's request for 
expansion of Conservation Reserve (to more than double 
the present acreage). If 32 million extra acres of cropland 
go into Conservation Reserve later this year, that'll take out 
a lot of acreage that’s now growing low-profit crops, like 
feed grains. [End]

Two up 
on Anaplasmosis 


GOOD news about anaplasmosis— 
now one of the worst of cattle diseases, 
because so few ways of contrdlling it 
have been found—has come from 
Mississippi's Delta Branch Experiment 
Station at Stoneville. Researchers there 
have been doing a good job of hold- 
ing the serious disease in check among 
exposed cattle by: 

@ Controlling insects thoroughly, 
with daily automatic sprayings of 
synergized pyrethrins. 

Divided into two herds, exposed 
cattle at the Delta station had no 
cases of anaplasmosis when they did 
get the daily insecticide. When they 
didn’t get it, there were several new 
cases of the disease. 

@ Feeding an antibiotic (Aureomy- 
cin) to the cattle daily throughout the 
insect season. This way, no new cases 
of the disease developed in susceptible 
animals, and the antibiotic-fed cattle 
outgained cattle which didn’t get the 
antibiotic by 23 pounds per head dur- 
ing the season.

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Weed-killers for 
Western Cotton? 


IS early-season chemical weed control 
ready for cotton in the irrigated (low- 
rainfall) Cotton Belt? No, believes 
John H. Miller, USDA crops research- 
er. He told the Western Cotton Pro- 
duction Conference, meeting this 
month, that the unpredictable rainfall 
pattern in the Western irrigated areas 
makes this method of weed control 
unreliable. 

However, Miller added, a new trick 
of mixing chemical weed-killers into 
the soil at planting time looks promis- 
ing. In California tests, conducted 
with no rainfall, CIPC and CDAA 
(Randox) provided excellent grass 
control without injury to cotton. There 
was enough moisture already in the 
soil at planting time to activate the 
chemical in the soil. (Reason the 
conventional methods of band-apply- 
ing weed-killers on top of the soil— 
used in the East—don’t work in the 
West is that there’s rarely enough rain 
to wash the chemical into the soil 
and put it to work in time.) However, 
Miller explained, further tests are 
needed with the soil-mixing idea. 

The experience of Jim Bowden, El 
Paso County, Tex. cotton grower, has 
been more encouraging with chem- 
icals. Bowden plants his cottonseed 
thick (80 pounds of acid-delinted seed 
per acre, where he once planted only 
about a fourth that much) and thins 
it with rotary hoe or mechanical chop- 
per. He has it hoed only once by 
hand, then—when the cotton is 12 
to 18 inches tall—sprays on Karmex, 
at 142 pounds per acre. He then has 
to give it a heavy irrigation in order 
to leach the weed-killer down into the 
soil and activate it, however. 


What About Layby? 


Layby chemical sprays, to kill late 
weeds in cotton, are less uncertain. 
Karmex Diuron and Telvar Monuron 
are the only two herbicides safe to use 
for this job, however, P. J. Lyerly told 
the Western Conference group. But 
both are potent plant-killers, and can 
kill cotton itself in a hurry. The trick 
in getting weed control without dead 
cotton is in using the exact amount 
and technique—depending on (1) age 
and size of plants and (2) depth of 
root systems. 

Both herbicides do their jobs by 
being absorbed into the roots, Lyerly 
—who is research agronomist at the 
Texas Experiment Station at El Paso 
—explained. So watering the crop to 
leach the chemical down to the roots 
is necessary.

with others, and has the association's 
own expert grader show him how the 
carcasses rack up in dressing percent, 
lean cuts and dressed-out quality, 
Naman figures he'll be able to go 
home and do a still better job of pro- 
ducing them. If his carcasses are 
hanging up with light hams, for ex- 
ample, he'll be sure to start breeding 
for fuller hams. 


Sale on Carcass Grade 


As it gets going, the association will 
have its own experienced grader at 
the plant (or plants), where its hogs 
are being slaughtered and bought on 
a carcass-grade basis. (That’s the 
only way Naman wants the group to 
sell its hogs.) Not that the packer’s 
own grader can’t be trusted; but Na- 
man figures each of the group’s hog 
producer-members will respect the as- 
sociation’s own grader’s judgment and 
stick with the marketing agreement 
better. 

The members sign a one-year mar- 
keting agreement when they join, to 
market their hogs when and where the 
association contracts with packer- 
buyers. There are now no long-term 
contracts between the group and any 
packer, and Naman does not plan to 
deal with only one packer at any time. 
At present, Neuhoff Packing Co., of 
Dallas, is their biggest buyer. Samuels 
Packing Co. has also been buying 
some.

One-Variety Democracy 

e@ @ @ The One-Variety Law (“Farm- 
ing Ahead,” February issue, FARM 
AND RANCH) was passed by the Cali- 
fornia legislature in 1925 at the re- 
quest of the cotton growers of this 
valley. It has become a way of life, 
rather than a law. The purpose .. . 
was not to regiment growers, but. . . 
to produce a one-variety quality prod- 
uct. Acala, for 35 years, has proven 
superior to other strains, and they all 
have been, or are being, tested by 
the Shafter Experimental Station. 

This idea has paid off in a big way 
for some 13,000 growers, who pro- 
duce 90% of California’s cotton un- 
der this program. 

(You state) that the Agricultural 
Commissioner of Fresno County “con- 
fiscated” part of this Fresno grower’s 
crop. This is not a fact. The grower 
was fined, but under state supervision 
he was permitted to pick his crop, put 
it in trailers, and haul it to the Im- 
perial Valley to be ginned and sold. 
Imperial County is not in the One- 
Variety Program. 

(You state) that the law is controver- 
sial. It would appear that this is a 
rather broad statement, when only two 
growers out of 13,000 in the San 
Joaquin Valley, on some 833,000 
acres, were dissatisfied. This is the 
first time that anyone has jumped 
over the traces since 1942, so it would 
seem that growers and cotton com- 
panies are satisfied with the program. 

We have no fight with other va- 
rieties, but experience has proven that 
Acala 4-42 is superior in all respects 
in the San Joaquin Valley, and the 
mills all tell us if we start mixing va- 
rieties, we are headed for trouble. 

It is a known fact that some mills 
like one variety and some another, 
but I don’t believe you will find a 
mill that wants to order one product 
and find that it is mixed. Here in the 
San Joaquin Valley a mill can order 
500 or 100,000 bales of Acala 4-42 
and get a pure strain of high tensile 
strength, uniform fibre and superior 
spinning qualities. This would not be 
so if other varieties were grown.

sunlight. It hasn’t worked as well as 
with pens on the south side—the way 
he plans to build all of them here- 
after.) 


200 Calves Or More A Year 

Howell plans to handle 200 or more 
dairy calves a year, on a contract 
basis, for the Davis brothers and oth- 
ers. He'll keep the calves until they're 
a year old before turning them back 
to the owners. His charge is $7.50 a 
month for each calf, paid monthly, 
plus six cents per pound of gain on 
the calf during the year, paid at the 
end of the year. That figures to about 
$115 per heifer for the year. (The 
$7.50 a month pays for feed, medical 
and veterinary expenses, and hay and 
pasture. Howell figures the six cents 
is his profit and labor return. Since 
each calf should gain about 400 
pounds a year, that gives him about 
$24 per calf as profit.) 

Howell keeps the calves sorted into 
age groups, graduating them from the 
raised pens to pens with open sheds 
at six to 12 weeks of age, then on to 
pasture (he tries to have year-around 
pasture available) when they're old 
enough to start grazing. They’re start- 
ed on grain as soon as they’re weaned 
and the grain gradually stepped up; 
by the time they’re a year old, each 
calf is getting about 4 pounds of grain 
a day. 


Buy, Then Sell Back 

A different way of raising dairy re- 
placements is used by A. L. Sears, of 
Parker County, Tex. He buys heifers 
at four days old from the best nearby 
herds. He keeps them in well-covered 
individual stalls, separated with 1-inch 
wire mesh, and feeds them milk sub- 
stitute and grain for 30 days. He then 
vaccinates them and moves them to a 
well-protected lot, where they're fed 
grain and Sudan hay for 30 to 60 days. 
After that, they go onto pasture, but 
are still fed grain and hay for 60 to 
120 days. He’s now handling 75 Hol- 
stein calves this way. 

When Sears buys the calves from 
neighbors, he makes an agreement 
that the original owner has the option 
to buy the heifer back after she’s bred. 
If the owner doesn’t want her, she 
goes to the highest bidder. One dairy- 
man has a special arrangement with 
Sears. If Sears buys a bull calf, which 
the dairyman wants as a future herd 
sire, the dairyman agrees at the time 
it’s purchased that'll he'll pay Sears 
$250 for the calf when it’s 16 months 
old, if it’s delivered in good condition.

and anxious to give us these things— 
as the Farm Message clearly indi- 
cates . will you please tell why 
there is such a row over it in Con- 
gress? 

A: I suppose it’s partly because 
politicians pay more attention to a 
vocal minority than they do to an 
indifferent majority. In politics the 
negative is often more powerful than 
the positive. 

Q: Do you mean the noisy few 
prevent lawmakers from knowing what 
the majority of their constituents 
want? Or is it that they just don’t 
care? 

A: I think members of Congress 
usually try to reflect what they con- 
sider to be the prevailing sentiment of 
voters in their districts or states. How- 
ever, even though they may know that 
the farmers in a given district are in 
favor of less government intervention 
, they are often convinced that 
those holding the minority view will 
be more vocal, more active and more 
politically effective in a close elec- 
tion. The majority must vigorously 
express its views if we are to make it 
politically feasible—yes, politically im- 
perative—to do what is right. 


Choice Between Two 
Undesirables 

Q: The crop referenda have been 
used to prove that farmers are over- 
whelmingly in favor of government 
programs. Will you explain how farm- 
ers in favor of more freedom voted 
80.8% for the current wheat program 
in the last referendum? 

A: The idea that these referenda 
are an accurate test of farmer think- 
ing is a lot of malarky! The farmer 
is given a choice between relatively 
high price supports with a given level 
of control... and low supports (50% 
of parity) with exactly the same level 
of acreage. This is a “Hobson's 
Choice”—neither alternative reflects 
what most farmers really want. So 
most wheat growers didn’t—or could- 
n’t—vote. 

Over half the farmers who grow 
wheat were not eligible to vote and 
less than one out of four of the mi- 
nority who were eligible to vote 
bothered to. This means that less 
than one wheat grower out of 10 ac- 
tually voted for controls. That’s a 
long way from a majority. 

Q: A larger percentage of cotton 
farmers voted for controls in the last 
referendum, didn’t they? (Continued)

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A: Yes, but each cotton farmer who voted for the pro- 
gram still had an opportunity to make his own individual 
choice between two different acreage allotments and two 
different levels of price support. The cotton program has 
been improved. However, if the wheat mess isn’t cleaned 
up, all price support and adjustment programs will be in 
jeopardy. 

Q: Was the corn vote last year a better measurement? 

A: I would say it was better, yes; however, no such test 
is anywhere near perfect. In this case, farmers were voting 
for or against acreage allotments—with two different levels 
of price supports. The vote was 3-to-1 for more freedom 
—for less government control. 

Q: Do you think they would have voted against all price 
supports? 

A: That wasn’t the question, so we don’t know. Our vot- 
ing delegates say that where supports are used they ought 
to facilitate orderly marketing and not attempt to fix 
prices. I’m sure it is theoretically possible to have a price 
support program that would make for orderly marketing— 
but such a program would be possible in actual practice only 
if the politicians would give it an opportunity to work 
and not pervert it into a market-destroying, price-fixing 
operation. 

Twin Sisters 

Q: I note that you are also for States’ Rights and the 
Water Rights bills. 

A: Yes, these two are twin sisters. If you are not for 
States’ Rights, as a matter of principle, you aren’t likely to be 
in favor of a Water Rights bill that protects the interests of 
the respective states and the rights of individuals to the use 


of water. We believe in both. 

This gets to the basic question of whether more—or less 
—power should be concentrated in the Federal Government. 
We are interested in preserving the basic constitutional ele- 
ments of our Republic (which calls for strong units of state 
and local government, with most power kept in the hands of 
individual citizens). This issue involves a deep ideological 
conflict that has potentially dangerous consequences. 

Q: Can you win on either of these bills this year? 

A: We face an uphill battle on both. We will make an 
aggressive effort. We intend to find out whether this Con- 
gress—and individual members of it—are prepared to 
adopt or reject proposals involving—as these do—our funda- 
mental philosophy of government. Americans deserve to 
know which way Congress would have us go. 


Future of Family Farm 

Q: One more question. With the amount of farm sur- 
pluses we have; with a diminishing farm population that 
is still overcrowded; and with the cost-price vise continuing 
to squeeze . . . are you discouraged by what you see ahead 
for farming and its people—big and little? 

A: Not discouraged at all, Bill. I think the outlook is 
bright if we care enough to fight to protect our opportunity 
to grow with America. The commercial family farm will 
get some larger but it won't lose out, because it’s the most 
efficient form of farm enterprise there is. 

There’s no reason to be discouraged. At the same time, 
there’s no excuse to be complacent—not in the face of the 
very real danger that, through political panaceas enacted in 
the name of the small farmer, we'll destroy opportunity for 
all farmers. End

for Cohen’s house had to complete a 
loop, across the end of the U. 

So Cohen gave the feeder channel a 
sky-ride across the U—traising it high 
enough for truck or tractor to pass 
underneath (photo below) and com- 
pleting the loop. 


The finished house—64 feet across 
the base of the U, and 165 feet long 
at both sides — houses 2,400 birds. 
When the automatic feeder’s bulk bin 
runs low, Cohen refills it with his 
own mechanized system, too. He lives 
a long way from a bulk feed dealer 
—and he buys his own grain, for stor- 
age in metal bins at a “feed center” 
on the place, during harvest season. 
From the “feed center,” poultry feed 
is augered out into Cohen’s tractor- 
drawn feed wagon, pulled to the col- 
ony house and augered into the bin— 
in less than 10 minutes time. And 
it’s all done by pushing buttons and 
flipping levers. [End] 


Poultrymen should 
"Watch The Clock” 


BROILER processors may be missing 
extra profits by not_ “watching the 
clock.” Research at the North Caro- 
lina Experiment Station shows that 
operation between midnight and 9 
A.M., instead of the usual 6 A.M. to 
3 P.M. period, will cut weight losses 
one-third and reduce down-grading. 
This could mean $150 a day for a 
30,000 bird-per-shift plant. 

Reasons? Birds aren't cooped as 
long; they lose less weight when the 
relative humidity is higher during the 
early morning hours; and rate of 
catching and loading can be matched 
to the rate of processing. 
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Fixit tricks for farmers 


Keep the rubber pad on your bucket-type tractor seat from getting lost. 
Apply shellac or wall tile cement to bottom of rubber pad and center 
over tractor seat. Weigh down with a bag of grain or sand overnight. 


Tired of a permanent mudhole underneath your outdoor faucet? Dig 
a hole under the spout and fill it with gravel or chat. With ordinary 
usage, the waste water will drain off through the gravel. 


Drenching a sick cow with a bottle? She may break the neck of the 
bottle and swallow some of the glass unless you fit the bottle with a 
rubber-hose extension. It simplifies the drenching, since you can just 
insert the hose in the cow’s mouth. 


North Carolina dairyman T. L. Miller feeds silage from a bunker 
built on logs, so he can drag it into his concrete lot for self-feeding 
and move it out when it is empty. The cows eat more because they 
eat on concrete and not in muddy ground, he says. 


Homemade egg washer. Bill Glover, Clay County, N.C., took an air 
compressor from an old refrigerator, a motor from a discarded wash- 
ing machine, some rubber hose, a garbage can and some copper tub- 
ing . . . and made himself an egg washer for $10. He punched holes in 
the copper tubing and rolled it into coils to fit the bottom of the can; 
connected a rubber hose from the copper coils‘to the air compressor; 
added a water supply and his washer was ready to go. “It works well,” 
he reports. 


An old gasoline washing machine motor and 
small pump give Sam Bobo, Shelbyville, 
Tenn., water in a jiffy any place on the 
farm. The motor and pump are mounted 
on a portable stand and can be moved eas- 
ily. The intake hose is dropped into a 
well, spring or stream and water is pumped 
into a water tank or into livestock and poul- 
try water tanks through plastic pipe. Total 
cost of the portable pumping station was $32.

Crown Roast of Pork 


@ Salt and pepper the crown, 
which your butcher will roll for you. 
(He makes it out of the Loin of the 
Pork with the ribs left in.) Make a 
mixture of beef and pork, chopped, 
with one egg and one slice of white 
bread soaked in milk. Season as you 
would for meat loaf, adding 3 table- 
spoons of chili sauce and one table- 
spoon prepared mustard. Fill the cen- 
ter of the crown with this chopped 
meat mixture. Cover with sliced 
onions while roasting. Bake the roast 
in a moderate oven at 275 degrees. 
Allow 35 minutes per pound. Just 
before you bring it to the table, the 
little paper rolls are added. Directions 
for these in “New tricks and old tra- 
ditions,” November, 1959 issue. 


Broccoli California 


@ Cut stalks from two 
bunches of broccoli, wash and set in 
a small amount of water to steam. 
Allow about 20 minutes for this, or 
test till the fork enters the broccoli 
readily. To one-half cup of butter, 
add the juice of one lemon. Just warm 
this, don’t burn the butter when melt- 
ing it. Add to this about 25 peeled 
green grapes which have been soaked 
in the juice from a jar of sweet 
pickles overnight. Arrange broccoli 
around the roast and pour the lemon 
butter with just the drained grapes 
over green ring around the roast. 





When buying carpets for stairs, buy 
an extra foot and fold it under against 
one of the risers at the top of the 
stairs. When the edges begin to look 
worn, shift the carpet downward an 
inch or two; fold under the excess 
carpet against lower riser at the foot 
of the stairs. 


Live 


When cooking eggs, whether in 
water, frying pan, or oven, use low 
to moderate, even heat. Eggs cooked 
at too high a heat become leathery. 


Use shears to cut meat into small 
pieces instead of chopping with a 
knife. The same goes for cutting up 
vegetables such as spinach, parsley and 


scallions. 


Use a magnet to pick up small 
metal objects from carpets before 
vacuuming. Sharp objects might cut 
the cleaner’s belt or puncture the dust 
bag. 


Remove the cellophane wrapping 
from a new lamp shade. If left on, 
it may cause the shade to warp. 


Lear 


Change the pieces of silver used 
daily so that each piece gets the same 
amount of wear. In this way, each 
piece is used and washed every few 
days and light tarnish is easily re- 
moved. 


Remove linoleum paste from the 
baseboards in your kitchen by just 
scrubbing the spots with warm water. 
Asphalt tile cement on baseboards, 
but not on the tile itself, should be 
rubbed with benzene.

The Easter Lamb 


I rejoice that Easter comes at a time 
when the world of nature spends all 
her time and energy preaching the fact 
of ressurrection. Everywhere we find 
evidences of life reaching sunward, 
skyward, Godward. How _§grate- 
ful I am that Easter comes when gar- 
dens glow with hope and earth hums 
its oldest, sweetest melody. Death, at 
this season of the year, becomes a part 
of life, and deathlessness is written in- 
to every phrase of nature. 

When the translators of Geneva cre- 
ated the most popular Bible of Queen 
Elizabeth’s era, the Geneva Bible, they 
must have been in a springtime mood. 
In I Corinthians 5:7, they used the 
words, “Purge out the old leaven. .. . 
For Christ, our Easter Lamb, has been 
sacrificed.” 

Indeed He has! Who can forget 
Calvary and the Holy Sacrifice? Who 
can ignore Isaiah’s words, “Like a 
lamb that is led to the slaughter. . . .”? 
The Good Friday lamb was a lamb 
broken, a lamb slain. Death in all 
its hideous power descended like night 
upon the scene of sacrifice. 

But to every night there is a dawn, 
and the night of Calvary-Death is no 
different. For He whose life ran out 
in a stream until only drops remained 
was more than a sacrificial lamb; He 
was the Lamb of God. 

What a lovely, meaningful phrase it 
is!) How magnificently the dawn 
glistens on its surfaces. The Sacrificed- 
One is in truth Sovereign! Even as 
spring returns to defeat the chill of 
winter and the silence of a world en- 
slaved, so He came back. 

No wonder Paul could say, “I 
would not have you ignorant, breth- 
ren, concerning them which are asleep, 
that ye sorrow not even as others 
who have no hope.

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Heart Surgery 


A decade ago this column reported on 
the greatest medical advances of the 
previous 10 years. Looking back on 
another 10 years, certainly some of the 
most exciting advances in the entire 
history of medicine have come in surg- 
ery on and inside the heart. 

It has been only 12 years since the 
first operations were done within the 
heart, although for a decade before 
surgery had been carried out on the 
great vessels coming from the heart. 

A stubborn hindrance to internal 
heart surgery has been the fact that 
the flow of blood to the body must 
be maintained. Yet obviously no open 
heart surgery can be done with over 
a gallon of blood rushing through the 
heart every minute. 

To meet this challenging problem, 
machines have been developed to take 
over the work of the heart and lungs 
so that the diseased heart can be 
opened and repaired under direct vis- 
ion and without dangerous haste. 

The blood that comes toward the 
heart is bypassed into the machine 
where it takes on oxygen and gives 
off carbon dioxide and is pumped 
back into an artery in the patient. 

One of the most frequent opera- 
tions has been the closing of con- 
genital openings between the low- 
pressured left chambers. Plastic 
patches, securely stitched in place, 
frequently are used in these repairs. 

Other operations include efforts to 
open up narrowed-down valves in the 
heart or to narrow down valves that 
leak because they do not close proper- 
ly. 

During surgery the heart usually 
continues beating, even though not 
pumping blood. However if the surg- 
eon wants the heart to stop tempo- 
rarily he can make it do so by cool- 
ing it or by treating it with certain 
chemicals. 

To make certain the heart will 
beat regularly after surgery a very 
thin wire may be placed in the heart 
muscle, brought to the outside and 
regular stimulation with a weak bat- 
tery-powered current provided. When 
the heart is beating normally on its 
own some days later, the wire is sim- 
ply pulled out.—R. M. Metcalfe, M.D.

By any name... if smells the same 


Washington, D.C. (Press time)}—Before somebody says we 
are fighting a dead dog again—as was said over a year ago 
when FARM AND RANCH took off after direct payment farm 
bills—let me give you some facts. (Then be sure to read the 
interview with Roger Fleming, page 32.) 

There have been 16 new bills of this Brannan-type intro- 
duced in the House alone. In the Senate, the Talmadge (D- 
Ga.) bill lies dormant, but by no means dead (has been re- 
vised since last year). So rest several others that call for 
multiple pricing and “compensatory” payments. 

Among presidential “aspirants,” Humphrey (D-Minn.) 
has a plan, to which he considers his Poultry Stabilization 
bill an “enabling Act.” Symington (D-Mo.) has a wild farm 
scheme, involving multiple pricing. Kennedy (D-Mass.) 
has come out for direct payments. Lyndon Johnson (D- 
Tex.) is trying to “out-liberal” them all lately. And Dick 
Nixon is stalling—afraid to show his hand (if any). 

Reason you don't hear more from these bills on the “hill” 
is that everybody is apparently agreed there can be no 
major farm legislation until next year. And they have it 
about right. The Democrats may cut loose a little later and 
pass a bill for the President to veto. They won't give him a 
big one to sign. 

The tobacco “freeze” bill is signed into law. There is 
still hope of “something” being done to slow down gov- 
ernment storage of wheat. And there may be a big noise 
about the Soil Bank—which could result in killing it (as 
Senator Ellender wants) or making it a giant (as some 
others want). But the dig issue has to wait. 

That does not mean the direct payment issue is dead. 
When the knock-down, drag-out showdown comes, this 
sleeping dog will be in it. Chances are, you'll end up with: 

(1) Something very close to no government program— 
with a minimum of government controls in intervention. 
Or... 

(2) Something very close to the Brannan-type program— 
with rigid government controls, wrapped up (maybe to the 
point of disguise) in some of these multiple-price, direct- 
payment schemes. 

The in-betweens have been tried. And failed. 

Whether the control program takes the form of a giant 
Soil Bank that pays you not to farm or is one that sends 
you a government check to make up for the price you 
didn’t get on the market (or both) . . . it’s like the man said, 
it “would smell the same.” Government will control your 
farming—and your profit. 

It is worthwhile to note that 10 of the 16 House bills 
mentioned above call for a ceiling of $5,000 on payments to 
any one farmer. The other six call for a little higher ceil- 
ing. But the Joint Economic Committee has already recom- 
mended a ceiling of $2,000 per farmer. 
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Charles Shuman, President of American Farm Bureau, 
pointed out in testimony before the House Agriculture Com- 
mittee that “This means before long farmers would have to 
sign a pauper’s oath to get anything.” 

Lyn Johnson doesn’t love us anymore. Common gossip 
is that the Democratic Majority Leader in the Senate (from 
Texas) has outgrown the South—he wants to be known as 
a “Westerner.” 

His purpose, of course, is a far-fetched effort to shuck 
off the stigma that has plagued every Southern Presidential 
Hopeful for the past 100 years. Just how this has endeared 
him to the rest of the country will be known in July. In 
the South, reaction has already set in. ; 

Eying his deeds on Civil Rights—and his quieter vote for 
federal aid to education—some of his native countrymen 
are ready to “let the West have him.” It is hopefully pro- 
posed in some quarters that he be flown far “West” in 
a jet .. . and dropped. Seems the exact spot picked out is 
“somewhere between the states of California and Hawaii.” 

We promised to give you names of the senators and con- 
gressmen who vote against the rights of states. Only vote 
of the kind registered so far this session was in the Senate 
on federal aid to education—a step toward federal control 
of local schools. 

Senators from the FARM AND RANCH area who favored 
that idea are Sparkman and Hill of Alabama, Gore and 
Kefauver of Tennessee, Johnson and Yarbrough of Texas, 
Kerr and Monroney of Oklahoma, Randolph and Byrd of 
West Virginia, Ervin and Jordan of North Carolina, Clair 
and Kuchel of California, Hayden of Arizona, Fulbright of 
Arkansas, Cooper of Kentucky and Smathers of Florida. And 
some are up for re-election. 

The losing fight against “Civil Rights” is a pitiful thing 
to watch in the Senate. Most the Southern “block” and a 
few other conservatives hope to do is get their “stand” 
on record and, with luck, a weakening amendment or two. 

There are three powerful reasons why Congress is willing 
to turn local elections over to Federal Government: 

1. There are elements in both parties who favor any- 
thing that gives Uncle Sam more power. 

2. Everybody who opens his mouth against the Civil 
Rights bill is branded a blind, mad Negro hater. 

3. Nobody wants to offend what they consider to be a 
solid Negro vote in favor of the bill. 

Irony of it is that they (the backers) are blinded. 

Fact is, the right to handle its own racial problems is 
just one “right” the individual states are losing in the 
process. History may prove this particular one to be small 
and innocent indeed, compared to what can happen to 
America under an all-powerful Washington.
